Experience and observation have only confirmed mo 
in the political opinions which I had the honor to 
enunciate when prosecuting my canvass in the early 
dtvys ot Confederation. We have everj-thing to gain 
and nothing to lose liy a change in tlie Goveriiincnt a 
Ottawa. I need hardly announce, tlierctore, that 
am still faithful in my allegiance to the party of which 
Sir John \. .Macdonald is tlie leader. At the same 
time, if elected, I cannot promise to give that great 
party, either in oiipoaition or in possession of the 
Treasur>- Benches, n blind, unreasoning and slavisli 
support; because it can easily be imagined that ques- 
tions may arise when to do so would bo detrimental 
to the best Interests ot your large and Influential dis- 
trict. Those interests shall always be pai-aiiiount to 
everj- party consideration. 

The claims upon the Dominion Government tor the 
construction of the Island Hallway, in which you are 
partlcularlv Interested, must bo held inviolate. While 
other districts have been lllling ui) with industrious 
immigrants, ' tho settlement of \ancouvor has been 
retarded bj the withdrawal ot all the Crown lands 
from prceniption in the railway belt, thus rendering 
It impossible to furni an estimate of the injur}-, direct 
and indirect, that has been |)erpctrated by the " how- 
not-to do-it" policy ot the .Mackenzie Administration. 

Tlie nresent Tarill is not suited to all sections ot the 
Dominion. I believe that ii mciusure can be demised 
that will bo fair and equitable to all the Provinces, and 
tend to foster and eneouiage iiiaiiutacturing, agricul- 
tural and other interests throughout Canada. Being 
quite alive to tho necessity ot great caution In dealing 
with this question; I will liero assure the electors that, 
if successful at the polls, their interests shall be made 
paramount to ovcry otlior feoosldorotlon when the 
proper tlmo arrives for leglstatiner.upon a subject of so 
much Importance. 

With regard to questions of a local nature, such as 
postal, teiegraiililc, marine, etc., etc., which may conic 
under the purview of tho general government, I 
»-ill, if returned, omit no opportunity of representing 
your wants and claims at the projicr tlmo and in the 
proper quarter. 

No time will be lost in prosecuting a jicrsonal can- 
vass throughout the district, and whenever practicable 
public meetings will be bela, which will enable me to 
enter more into detail on tho above-nientloned sub- 
jects, and touch upon others that cannot be discussed 
in the space usually allotted to an address of this des- 
cription.

TO THE ELECTORS OF THE VANCOUVER 
DISTRICT. 

ENTLEMEN:— Having announced my intention 
\jr of becoming a Candidate for the representation 
ot this District at the ensuing election for the House 
of Commons, I may be permitted to explain niy vic»-» 
on the leading questions atlecting tins Province. 

1st — I bclie\-o that while we have a grievance against 
the Government ot Canada for the non-fuKlhnent of 
Tenns ot Union, it would he highly injudicious on the 
part of tlie represenLitivcs from this Province to form 
a positive adhesion to either of the great political par- 
ties into which the Eastern Provinces are divided for 
tho following reasons: 1st, because many of the ques- 
tions which divide them have no existence among us; 
2nd, because neither our people nor representatives 
can feel that interest in their |>olltlcs which wo other- 
wise would have done had Canada honorably endea- 
vored to fulfil the railway obligations which she vol- 
untarily incurred when w-o entered the Union. Enter- 
taining this view, I sliaM, it elected, accord to the 
Government ot the dny a hearty support should their 
policy and actions indicate an immediate active, en- 
ergetic t-tJinmcncenicnt and continuous constrnction 
ot tlie Canadian Paeillc Railway tlirough Rritisli Col- 
umbia. 

Should Sir Jolin A. JIacdonald and party return to 
power, I should feel bound, if elected, to render him 
a hearty siipjMrt In order that he may have a real o])- 
porttinlty ot carrying out tho gnuidl scheme ot a trans- 
continental railway across our own territory, and 
which was provided for in the Terms of Union which 
his Government negotiated with this Province. 

Under the Terms ot Union certain Orders in Council 
were p:u-scd by the Government ot the Dominion de- 
claring Esquimau to be the tcniiiiius of the Canadian 
Pacilic Railway, and a Reservation of the Public Lands 
from l-;squimalt to Seymour Narrows, known as the 
20 iiiile belt, wasajiplied tor by the Dominion Govern- 
ment and received by them from th; Local Govern- 
ment and regarded as a portion of the Canadian I'acl- 
fic Railway to all Intents and jiurposcs. 

The Agricultural, Coal Mining and other Interests 
would be promoted by the construction of tho Island 
section as part of the Pacilic Railway— the imincdiato 
prosecution of which would bring Into active business 
lite tlic entire section traver.-^cd. Fanii products would 
tind a ready market, labor ot all kinds would be in de- 
mand, and as a conscipienee business would revive 
throughout the Province and coiilldence would again 
bo restored. 

Should, however, the Dominion Government find it 
impossible to retain Ksquiinalt as tho terminus of tliu 
Railway on account of engineering dilllcultles, I would 
insist on an equitable ii^etnnlty for the whololine 
from Esquimalt to Sojinour Harrows, oa being: Justly 
due to Vancouver Island for the serious' loss ■which we 
have sustained from tho public lands between those 
two points having been locked up for such a lengthen- 
ed period from pre-emption, settlement and develop- 
ment. 

I would urge the necessity of more frequent mail 
conuminieatioii throughout tho District and Province 
generally, and would use my moat earnest endeavors 
to obtain direct mail communication between Nanal- 
mo and Now Westminster, on4 would xilso do nij- ut- 
most to obtain Immediato Telegraphte cotriniunlcation 
between Nanalmo, Victoria ana tlio other large ship- 
ping port of Rurrard Inlet. 

With regard to the Tariff question I entirely dis- 
agree with those who think that a variety ot intercsta 
must necessarily coiilllct with each other. On the con- 
trary, 1 maintain that the greater the number of in- 
terests w-c have in this district actually at work 
developing our varied resources tliu more certain are 
we of progression. I believe, theretoro, that the tariff 
can be so readjusted .as to be equitable to all, without 
incrca-sing the jircsent revenue tariff. 

With regard to public and other buildings, such as 
a Drill Hall, etc., I would advocate that Nanalmo bo 
placed upon an oqual footing with tho other cities of 
the Province. I will ondaivor to vWt eveiy part of 
the District and will hold meetings, of which duo no- 
tice will be given. 

And, finally, should you favor mo with your confi- 
dence, I can assure you that twenty years' residence 
In the Province— IS ot w-hieb have been in tho midst 
of your district— has enabled me to form conclusions 
wliicli are more likely to he used to your advantage 
than can be expected from any other person whose 
Interests and residence are outside of your district.

Ill a prccediii!,' article wo clearly 
sliowed tliiit Hon. iMr. DkCosmo-s, wlio 
is now seeking to ally hiiiiself to 
"Siif^Jouir Macdokald and ciiml) to a 
seafcdnKtbe iBEouse of Commons on the 
strengtlv'of that distinguished states- 
'•tftan's' great reputation, canvassed the 
di-strict four years and a luilf ago as a 
political friend and follower of the 
present Premier of Canada, and that ho 
was returned to parliament at the tinio 
^.si^clff. , To siiatain that allegation wo 
•^oted'from articles in the Stnmhml 
newspaper of 1873 and 1871. That 
paper was then, as it is now, the per- 
sonal organ (and perhaps the property) 
of Mr. DeCosmos. Towards its columns 
>Mr. DeCosmos has been a frequent con- 
frihutor ; and it will scarcely be tlis- 
ptited that ho has always dictated its 
]>oUcy. Coincidental with iSlr. I>K- 
CosMOs' abandonment of Sir JoHN in 
1873 his organ in this city tUreW Iho

By another strange coincidence his 
organ at Victoria appro\'ed of his 
course and roundly abu.sed the British 
Columbia members who liad declined to 
abandon their fallen chief in the hour 
of his. adversity.

write either of these articles is true ; and 
it is a well-known fact that Mi'. jNIc-

as a leader-writer about that time ; but 
Mr. JIcMiLLAX would doubtless state, 
if placed in the box, that he liad no 
part.in'Shaping the policy of the paper, 
which duty belonged to Mr. DeCossios 
or some one who represented lilm, and 
with whom he had telegraphic communi- 
cation. The plea that Jlr. DkCosiios — 
who does not deny that articles hostile 
to Sir John appeared in his ])a])er iii 
"ISTrMid 1874~was,m New York city 
when his organ suddenly deserted Sir 
John and espoused ^Ir. Maoki:n'Z1k'h 
cau.se, will not relieve him of respon- 
sibility, becau.so it will bo appar 
ent • to every thinking 2^°''''*oii '-'"'^t 
if Mr. DeCosuos had stood firmly to 
Jiia:6ol6rs,- .Ills' dufy on liis return to 
Victoria was to have repudiated those 
articles. Wo have searched the files 
of the Standard for any card from i^fr. 
DeCosjio.s on the subject "and find 
none. There is nothing on record to 
ahow that he disapproved of the course 
•of ihis-.organ — not a word or sentence 
to show that he vras not in perfect ac- 
cord with it.. On the contrary, his 
organ' abounds with such paragraphs 
as the following which we take from 
the Standard of March 2d, 187-1, a

In an article on Fridaj', written to 
establish his reputation for consistency 
and to disprove our charge of de- 
sertion of Sir JoiiK, Mr. DeCosmos 
quotes from his address issued before 
his return in 1874 to show that he 
therein announced that ho was at- 
tached to no party, but was really 
standing as nii independent candidate. 
That address api)eared before election. 
sifter election he would seem to have 
deemed ituimecessary to further play the 
role oi independence, for on the 2d of 
March, 1874, a complimentary ban

ceedingsof that donionstratiou were very 
fully reported in the Statndard two 
day.s succeeding tliat on wliich the ban- 
quet tQok place. :r;:Mr.-I>£Oossios spoke 
for abdu't'i^fwo' hours.

The then Dominion Govern- 
ment had gone even further than tliis; 
th^y. had made nrmngoments with Sir 
Hugh Allan for an extension of tlio time 
without consulting the Provuice of Brit- 
iBh dolumbiaj 'or. saying one word on tlio 
subject to its ropreaehtatiVes." 
t We do riot know that a more decided 
a.-vo-^al.of Gritism than is contained in 
the above extract could be made.

only'''did the gentleman predict that 
the downfall of Sir Join-T Macdokat,d 
"would prove a BLESSING to the 
counlry;" but -he endeavored to nioet 
and-pallij^te Mr. Mackenzie's "relaxa- 
tion"- ; scheme by declaring that Sir

I'roriiice of British Columbia, or saying 
one word on the snhject to its representa- 
tive.^.'.' If we were to continue 
to make extracts from now till the elec- 
tion we do not think we could estab- 
lish a stronger case against jMr.- DeCos- 
.Mos than he has made out against him- 
self; but there is one circumstance 
which we had almost forgotten, and as 
it goes a long way towards strengthen- 
ing the case against the gentleman 
whose jiolitieal career is-now under re- 
view, we venture to state it: On his 
arrival at Ott-awa Mr. DeCosmos was 
given seat No. 48, which is on the Gov- 
ernment side, three rows back of and 
in a line with the Premier's seat.

This 
statement, given nearly five years after 
the oiler is said to have been made, 
bears a very suspicious apjiearanco in- 
tleed; but when wo have in our pos- 
si!ssion an emphatic denial from Mr. 
DkCos.mos over his own si(jnutHre, that 
ho was ever "offered or iironiised" a 
position by Mr. Mackkn/.ie, wc feel 
justified in pronouncing it to be abso- 
lutely untrue. We quote from' Sir. 
Di-:Cos.Mos' election address issued in 
jMarcli 1871, and place the quotaticin 
in juxtajiositioii with the extract from 
the Standard of Friday. Mr. DeCos- 
.Mos will surely scarcely claim that he 
was in New York when he delivered 
the speech at his banquet, or that ho 
w-as jiersou.Htcd by the "fellow that 
looks like me" when ho issued his ad- 
drcs.s.

At a largely attcmleil niissionnry meet- 
ing, held, at tho St. James Motliodi.st 
Church, Montreal, on tho flth Soptemher, 
Rov. Dr. Ryursoii roao r»ul interjiOHed a 
few reni.'ii'ks, to tlie cU'ect tliat lio h;ul re- 
cently met a family wlio, some time ago, 
Went to Franco from America, strictly re- 
ligions, who soon fell into the careless, 
godless liabits of tho Ptuisians, but who, 
chancing to drop into tho Mothodist cha- 
pel in Paris had been reclaimed. After 
ftn anthem had been beautifully aim^' liy 
the choir, the chainiian introduced tlie 
Rev. Mr. Russ, missionary to Britiali Co- 
lumbia, wlio referred to the vast resources, 
the beautiful vegetation aiul^ delightful 
climate of tho Pacific Province. " Ho said 
their roissionary work in Eritish Colum- 
bia was hearty, vigorous and iirosiierous. 
There wore 150,000 Chinese on tlie Paci- 
fic Coast in California, Orogun, Washing- 
ton Territory and Pritisli C!olambia. They 
bad had a Chinese mission-school in A''ic- 
toria for about four years, conducted by 
A lady missionary, and they wanted more 
female teachers to do i ■work among the 
■Chinese, and to visit their haunts.* They 
also liad an Indian dopartiiiont in their 
missionary work. There are 300,000 In- 
diana in Britisli Columbia, but only a few 
miasionnriea laboring among them. In 
18G9, a Slethodist mission was opened in 
Victoria in a place which was formerly a 
bar-room. Now they had tliree Sabbath- 
schools in that city carried on by mission- 
aries. In Fort Simpson tliero are 1,000 
Indians who, four years ago, Avore all in 
their heathen state. Now there are con- 
verted heathen laboring there as mission- 
ftries, and a church comprising zealous 
niul very devoted members.

Tho report for the past month of the 
E.xecutivo CoJnii^ttcer of San Francisco 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals makes the following statement re- 
garding tlio spread of the glanders: -'Of 
sfven cases, four were brought to notice 
for the purpose of having tlio horses e x- 
amined, and the information being uncer- 
tain as to their having the disease. There 
seems to bo a feeling- to stamp out this 
deadly disease, which is shown by tho 
ofHcors of the society being frequently call- 
ed upon to c.x'anaiiio suspected cases. The 
cases of glanders which have come under 
the notice of tho society, wo are led to be- 
lieve, are but a small minority of those 
actually occurring, for the reason that it is 
for the interest of liveiy) soldi '^^^ board- 
ing keepers to withhold tho inowledgo of 
such cases from tho public, whicli they 
endeavor to do. Even tho li'otrero Com- 
pany, which have tlie contract to rijuiove 
dead animals, refuse to givo any informa- 
tion on the subject. That tho disea.so is 
quite prevalent, both hi tho city and in 
the surrounding countiy is beyond doubt. 
In tho city, hay lias been extensively dis- 
tributed during tlio past six months taken 
from piles known to liavo been fed to 
horses infected by this disease; therefore 
it must have been rendered infectious 
thereby. In one case a horse whicli was 
reported to have derived sustenance from 
hay cara at tho conier of Twenty-fifth and 
Valencia streets for five weeks, was oxani- 
inod by two eminent veterinary surgeons, 
and pronounced to be alilicted with gland- 
ders, in an acute form. Otlier horses liave 
been killed by tho Society's oflicers in the 
vicinity of Sixteentluuul Hrannau streets 
where their only means of obtaining food 
wiis from hay constantly left standing on 
tlie cars at the crossing of Sixteenth street 
and the Southern Pacific Railroad. Sev- 
eral of tliose horses were undoubtedly af- 
flicted with glanders. A prominent veter- 
inary surgeon stated to one of the Society's 
officers that a bale of li.ay fed from a glan- 
dored horse would eftect a dozen others. 
From tho country, wo learn that at Mil- 
pitas, fourteen cases cf chronic glanders 
wore found on one rancli. Xt !Modeafo a 
number of Iiurses were found aillieted with 
tlie disease, and one man had died from 
it, the disease having been contracted 
from horses. At San Jose, on tho Otli 
instant, a man died from glander.S taken 
from a horse at Milpitaa ; ami at Putaluina, 
Mr. Snow, the Secretary tliore, informs 
us that the disease is developing there. "

The Tontin Electkio Lioht. — Two 
electric lights are now employed in Paris, 
viz: the Jablochkoff cancUo and the Ton- 
tin electric light. Tho first is a method 

of subdividing powerful electric currents 
by means of a special burner or candle; 
the latter is produced by a battery of 
peculiar construction, by which the cur- 
rent of electricity is divided or concen- 
trated at pleasure, whereby a great advan- 
tage in distributing is obtained, \Vith a 
single machine thirty-six lights have been 
produced, and every light is independent 
of the rest. Tho niacbine is worked by 
mechanical power, and the liglit of 100 
Carccl lamps is produced by half a horso 
Power. A Tontin light at tho Paris Ex- 
liibition has remained luminous for 51 
hours. It is on exhibition at the Gaiety 
Theater in London, where it is worked by 
a small steam engine at The Echo oi&ce 
hard by. Tho appearance of the lamp is 
said to be very Ijcautiful.

But T have risen to a 
magnitude I never thought I would at- 
tain by the quantity of slander poured 
out upon ine through the medium of 
the English jiross. They make mo a 
bugbear of the first magnitude, though 
any bug of my size would be a humbug 
— but, literally, nothing is more ludi- 
crous than tho importanco they attach 
to my humble name. I am not accus- 
tomed to feel much surprised at their 
resorting to mo 'for lack of argument,' 
but I must confess there is one of tho 
attacks on mo which excites in my 
mind a good deal of astonishment. It 
is this — the attack lately made at Taun- 
ton by Mr. Disraeli. In the annals of 
political turpitude there is not anything 
deserving the appellation of 'black- 
guardism' to equal the attack upon mo. 
What is my acquaintance with this 
man 1 Just this. In 1831, or the be- 
ginning of 1832, the Borough of "Wick- 
ham became vacant ; I then- knew him 
as the author of one or two novels. 
Ho got an introduction to me, and 
wrote me a letter stating that I was a 
Radical Reformer, and as ho was also 
a Radical, and was going to stand upon 
the Badicul interest for the borough o£ 
Wickham, where he said there were 
many persons of that way of thinking 
who would be influenced by my opinion, 
he would feel obliged by receiving a let- 
ter from me recommendatory of him as a 
Radical, His letter to mo was so dis- 
tinct upon the Bubjeot .' that I imme- 
diately com plied witli^the request, and 
composed as good an epistlo as I could 
on his behalf. I am not in the habit 
«i J»t*<SP-T?rif;ii\|f, iny, and Mr. DUrS'li 



thought this letter so valuable that he 
not only took tho autogi-aph, but had 
it in'Uited and placarded. It wa.s, in 
fact, the only gi-ound u])on which he 
canvassed tho borougli. He was, how- 
ever, defeated, but that was not my 
fault. I did not J(!inand any gratitude 
from him ; but I tiiink if he had any 
feelings of Ids own he would conceive 
I had done him at least a civility, if 
not a service, -which ought not to bo 
repaiil by atrocity of the ^foulest de- 
scription. The next thing I heard of 
him was that ho started upon the Rad- 
ical interest for IMarylebonp, but was 
again defeated. Having been twice 
defeated on tho Radical interest, ho 
was just the fellow for the Conserva- 
tives, and accordingly he joined a Cou- 
Borvativo club, and started for two or 
throe places on the Conservative inter- 
est. How is he now engaged ? Why 
in abusing the Radicals and eulogising 
tho B^iiig and the Church, like a true 
Conservative. At Taunton this mis- 
creant had tho audacity to stylo mo an 
incendiary. Why, I was a greater in- 
cendiary in 1831 than I am at present, 
if ever I was one — and if I am ho is 
doubly so for having employed me. 
Then he calls nie a traitor. My an- 
swer to that is— ho is a liar. He is a 
liar in action and in -vvorda. Ilia life 
is a living lio. Ho is a di.sgrace to his 
species. "VVliat state of sooioty must 
that bo that could tolerate such a crea- 
ture, liaving the audacity to come for- 
ward -Nvith one set of principles at one 
time, find obtain political as.sistance by 
reason of those principles — and at an- 
otlu'i-, to profess diainotrically tho re- 
verse i His life, I .s.iy again, is a liv- 
ing lie. Ho is tho most degraded of 
his .species and kind ; and England is 
degraded in tolerating, or having upon 
the face of her society a miscreant of 
his abominable, foul and atrocious na- 
ture. My language is har.sh, and I 
owe an apology for it ; but I will toll 
you why I owe that apology. It is for 
this reason : That if there be harsher 
terms ill the British language I should 
uso tlioin ; because it is the hardest of 
all terms that would bo descriptive of 
a wrctcli of his species. ' Ho is just the 
fellow for the Conservative Club. I 
suppose, if Sir Robert Peel had been 
out of the way when lie was called 
upon to take ofiice, this fellow would 
have undertaken to supply his place. 
He has falsehood enough, depravity 
enough, and selfishness enough to be- 
come the fitting leader of tho Conser- 
vatives, lie is conservatism personifi- 
ed. His name .shows ho is by descent 
a Jew. His father becomes a convert. 
He is the better for that in this world; 
and I hope, of course, lie will be the 
bettor for it in the next. I have the 
liap])ines.s to be acquainted with some 
Jewish families in London, and among 
them more accomplished ladies, or 
more humane, cordial, high-minded or 
bettor educated gentlemen, I have 
never mot. It will not be supposed, 
therefore, that when I speak of Dis- 
raeli as the descendant of a Jc-w that I 
mean to tarnish him on that account. 
They -were once the chosen people of 
God. Tiiere wero miscreants among 
them, however, also, and it must have 
certainly been from one of those that 
Disraeli descended. He posfsesses just 
the qualities of the iinminont thief who 
died upon the cross ; whoso name I 
verily believe nnist have been Disraeli. 
For auglit I know the present Disraeli 
is descended from him, and with the 
impression that lie is, I now forgive 
the heir-at-law of the blasphemous thief 
who died upon tlie cross."

Sir Garnet "Wolseley has established 
the rule in Cyprus that 'the English 
langU'ige sliall bo employed in all of- 
ficial busines.s. 

On August 30th the candidates in 
Kilkenny for the vacant Bishopric of 
Ossory, were the Dean of Casliel, the 
Dean of Ossory, and tho Dean of 
Rapboe. The Dean of Casliel received 
the majority of yote.s. 

A sea captain of Swansea has been 
fined five shillings a day for -fifty -five 
days, and costs, for neglecting to serve 
out lime juice during tho voyage be- 
tween Bombay and Rangoon. One 
carpenter died of the disease. 

Tho WrexJiam Guardian . states that 
i\Ir. Wliallsy, M. P., lies in a precari- 
ous state of health at tho Tower, near 
Llangollen, and that his medical at- 
tendants have advised him to entirely 
give up liis parliamentary and other 
public duties.

The rector 
not only refused to bury an uubaptised 
child but entered into a disgraceful 
•wrangle, at the close of which one rev. 
gentli^man told the other to "go to 
Heaven," whereto the othoi* expressed 
liis indifference Avhere his spiritual

Tlie reader must accompany nie to 
Genoa, to tho military tribunal there. 
On tUo bench of tho accused sits a jiri- 
vato soldier, -Paolini by name, ju.st let 
out of solitary confinement in the 
prison at Savoiia. Tho first use, it 
seoiiiH, to which ho put liis freedom was 
to incur a reprimand from the corjioral, 
and to hurl a volley of insulting epi- 
thets at hirh and the superior officers. 
Among tho witnesses of the defense is 
one Oresto Mariani, another jail-bird 
sot at liberty from Savona. lie, too, 
isa private soldier, 25 years of age; 
whilo a "fiscal" witness, or witness for 
tho inosecution, is Coqioral Cazzaniga, 
employed under the Governor of the 
prison — tho same corporal, in ):act, 
whom -the aceuKod hud insulted. 

The Court had just withdrawn to 
hold a consultation when Corporal 
Cazzaniga happened to walk pass tho 
witnes.s, Mariani. This fellow, armed 
with an awl which he had contrived to 
conceal about liis person, flung himself 
on tho corporal and dealt him three 
Avounds in rapid succession. Soldiers, 
subalterns and oflicers at once surround- 
ed the infuriated a.ssailaiit and dragged 
him to tho guard-room, where he was 
pinioned. Meanwhile the wounds he 
had inflicted on tho corporal were found 
to be .seriou.s, particularly one between 
tho tenth and eleventh ribs. The 
weapon with which they were dealt was 
searched for on the prisoner, but with- 
out success, till it was found sticking 
under a bench in the guard-room where 
he was secured. 

During all tliis tumult tho accused 
Paolini had gradually sided up to the 
judge's bench. One of these, a Cap- 
tain, seeing him so near, and suspecting 
him of some sinister purpose, told him 
to undo his clothes and show lie had no 
weapon concealed about him. None 
was found, and the Captain made him 
take off his shoes. The fellow demurred. 
Tho Captain insisted, till with much 
needless delay Paolini slipped of one 
shoe, and holding it by the tip, struck 
the Captain a >'iplent blow in the face 
with the heel. The officer fell' stunned. 
At this point the excitement and con- 
fusion became indescribable. The pub- 
lic, wlio were only adding to the tumult, 
Avere made to -^vithdraw, and the Court 
proceeded at once to try the witness 
Mariani, who wounded the Corporal. 
The Public Prosecutor pleaded for ca;)- 
ital punishment. The Advocate Ern- 
esto Vallo, having undertaken Mariaiii's 
defense, asked in vain for a postpone- 
ment of the trial, urging that the 
fellow had acted under maniacal im- 
pulse, and was in fact irresponsible. 
The Court found for tho Public Prose- 
cutor, holding that the act had been 
brought before the tribunal, and the 
blow he had dealt one of the presiding 
judges demanded tho penalky of death 
in his case also. Strange to .say, the 
court found in him, what it had failed 
to find in Mariani, a state of morbid 
excitement which rendered him irre- 
sponsible for the moment. It condemn- 
ed him accordingly to twentj' years' 
solitary confinement for the otlcnses 
which he was charged, and five years' 
solitary confinement for the assault on 
tho captain — twenty-five years in all.
